More bills (or the free coinage of silver 


have already been introduced, since the be- 
ginning of this session, than were ever 
known to be introduced iu a whole sessioi 
upon any one subject. There is the bill ol 
Mr. Towneend, of Colorado, who wants th< 
unit rains in tbe United States shall b> 
the dollar, and the same may be coined ol 
four hundred and twelve and one-hall 
grains of standard silver or twenty-five and 
eight tenths grain's of standard gold, and 
the MU't coins nhail b« I'gal under for »n 
debt-i, public und priv»t». That hereaftm 
uuy owner of ullver or gold bullion may d*-- 
posit tbe snme at any mint of tbe Doited 
States to be formed into standard dollars or 
bar* for his benefit and without obargx;

Then comes our Bartme with a very 


;ood bill, which, if auaotsd, will undoubt- 
•dly settle the much vexed question of our 
finances: 
BR it enacted by the Sennts and Hou«e of 


Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled: 
SECTION 1. That on and after the first 


lay of July, A. D. eighteen hundred and 
ninety-one, any person may deposit silver 
bullion r.t any mint of the United Stolen, 
in quantities of not less than one hundred 
ounces, and receive therefor coin or coin 
certificates, at the option of tbe Govern- 
ment, at the rate of one dollar for each 
'hrpft hundred and seventy-one and one- 
fourth grains of pure silver contained in 
•inch hull ion; bnt the bullion so received 
shall be subject to tbe requirements of 
misting laws and1 mint regulations ns re- 
qtrds fineness and the amount of charges 
or deductions, if any, to be made. 


SEO. 2. That no coin certificate issued 


under the provisions of this act shall be of 
a greater denomination thnn five hundred 
dollars or less than one dollar, and at least 
one-half of tbe amount shall be in denom- 
inations less than fifty dollars, and such 
certificates shall be redeemable iu gold or 
silver coin at the option of ths Govern- 
ment. 


SEO. 3. That of tbe bullion deposited 


as herein provided at least two million 
ounces and as much more as may be neces- 
sary, shall be coined monthly into stand- 
ard dollars of four hnnclred and twelve and 
one-balf grains of standard silver, and the 
standard dollar heretofore coined and here- 
after to be coined shall be the unit of ac- 
count and the standard of valne in like 
manner as is now provided by law for the 
gold dollar, ond, together with the coin 
certificates herein provided for shall be a 
l»,jril tender for all debt.-;, public and pri 
vate, except in tbe oasa of contracts here- 
tofore made in which a different mode of 
payment has been expressly stipulated, 
and when such oertiSuates arc received by 
the Government of the United States for 
puMie dues they shall be reissued: Pro- 
vided, That nothing io this Act contained 
shall be so construed as to affect in any 
way the legal lender quality of any Treas- 
ury note, coin, or bullion certificate i>sned 
under any other law of tbe United States: 
And provided farther, That the coin and 


llfen certificates issue1 nnder this or any 


other Act in actual circulation shall never 
exceed the amount of gold and silver coin 
and bullion held by tbe Treasury of the 
United States. 


SEO. 4, That a aura sufficient to carry 


out the provisions of Ihis Act is hereby 
aupropriated out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 


SEO. 5, That all no's and parts of Acts 


inconsistent with the provisions of this Act 
ire hereby repealed, such repeal to take ef- 
fect on the first day of July, anno Domini 
eighteen hundred and ninety-one. 


Free coinage bills also intrddnoed by 


Messrs. Williams, of Illinois, of the House 
of Representatives, Teller, of Colorado, of 
the U. S. Senate, Plumb, of Kansas, U. S. 
Senate, Taylor, of Illinoii", of whose bill 
I wrote about in a previous letter, Heaid, 
of Missouri, introduced two bills on De- 
cember 4th; one "to declare the unit; of 
value in the United States, and to provide 
free ooinugfl for a standard dollar," and 
one "to provide fnr the frse coinage of 
gold and silver bullion and for other pur- 
poses." 


• Senator Stewart on December 4th also 


introduced a free coinage bill which was 
referred to the Committee on Finance, of 
which Senator J. P. Jones is a member, 
and where he Is very strong. The bill reads 
as follows: 


Be it enacted by the Sonata and House 


of Representatives of the United Slates of 
America in Congress assembled, that the 
first section of tbe act entitled "An art 
directing the purchase of silver bullion 
ind tbe issue of Treasury 'notes thereon, 
and for other purposes," approved Juh 
fourteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety, 
be, and the same ib hereby, amended BO as 
to read as follows: 


"That the Secretary of the Treasury in 


hereby directed to purchase, from time to 
time, all silver bullion offered, at the 
market price thereof, not exceeding one 
lollar for three hundred and seventy-one 
•ind twenty-five one-huudredtbs grains of 
oare silver, and to issue in payment for 
such purchases of silver bullion Treasury 
intea of the United States, to be prepared 
by the Secretary of the Treasury in such 
form and of such denomination, not less 
than on* dollar nor more than one thou- 
sand dollars, as he may prescribe; and a 
sum sufficient to carry into effect tbe pro- 
visions of this act is hereby appropriated 
out of any money in tbe Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated." 


SEO. 3. That section tbree of said act is 


hereby amended so as to lead as follows: 


'Sic. 3. That the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury 
shall each 
month coin at 
least 


two million 
ounces of 
silver bullion 


purchased under the provisions of this 
act into standard dollars, and he shall 
farther coin as much more of such bullion 
M mar be necessary to provide for the 
redemption of the Treasury uot:s herein 


provided for, and any gain or seigniorage 
arising from such coinage shall be ac- 
counted for and paid into the Treasury." 


On Doc. 6th Mr, Tucker, by request, in-, 


troduced a free coinage bill and in tbe Sen- 
ate Mr. John Sherman, of Ohio, introduced 
a bill authorizing ths reooinage of subsid- 
iary coins of tha United Slates, 


The Senator has ' een snob a strong op- 


ponent of s'lver f r so many years past, 
that I append a o,;py of his bill to satisfy 
thtse of jour readers that are curious to 
know the kind of bill John Sherman has 
put forward, which is as follows: 


Taut thu Seor-tary of the Treasury be 


and is hcnby authorized to cause the sub- 
sidiary silver coins of the United States 
now io, or which may hereafter be received 
in the Treasury and sub-treasuries of the 
Uuited Statep, which are abraded, worn, 
mutilated, defaced, or otherwise unfit for 
o rculation, or of denominations for which 
there is no current demand, Io be recoined 
at tbe Mints of the United States into such 
denominations of silver coins now author- 
ized by law as may bo required to meet the

shall be paid from the gain arising from 
tbe coinage of silver bullion into coin of a 
uominnl value exceeding the cost thereof, 
dmiominated "the silver profit fund." 


Last but not least oome-i Mr. F.uwell, of 


Illinois, who on December 10th introduced 
the following: 
A bill to amend an act entitled "An act di- 


rec ing the purobnae of silver bullion und 
tbe issue of Treasury notes thereon, and 
for other purposes," approved July four- 
teenth, eighteen hundred and ninety. 
SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 


and House o! Representatives of the 
United Stales o! America in Congress as- 
sembled. That section one of the aci; of 
July 
fourteenth, eighteen hundred and 


ninety, entitled " An act directing the pur- 
chase of silver bullion nnd the issue of 
Treasury notes theieoo, and for other pur- 
poses," be, und the same hereby is, 
amended so as ts rend as follows: "That 
the Secretary of tbe Treasury is hereby di- 
rected to purchase, from time to time, till 
the silver bullion that may be oftured, at 
tha market price thereof, notexcee iugone 
dollar for tbree hundred and seventy-one 
and twenty-five bnndredths grains of pure 
s Iver, and to issue iu payment for such 
purchases of silver bullion Treasury notes 
of the Unite 1 States to be prepared by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, iu such form 
and of such denominations, not less than 
one dollar nor m >re than one thousand 
dollars, as he may prescribe, and a sum 
sufficient to curry iuto effect tbe provisions 
of this act is hereby appropriated out of 
any mone) in tha Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated." 


Sines the beginning of the session fifteen 


free coinage bills have been introduced, 
you might say one for every day to date, 
and judging by this and the sentiment of 
the people as expressed at tbe last dec 
lion, it will be rjfxt b folly of trying to 
stave off n free ooiaige of silver. All thiogs 
considered, it is hardly to be doubted that 
a free coinage bill will bo paused thia 
session.

This, " 
think, is clearly shown by eomparirg a few 
figures taken from government reports 
w.th those given in the article in question 
In the first placo tho comparison between 
the cost c£ tuition nt Harvard aud the 
amount that it costs the State of Nevada to 
support Us Univertiiy is minleaiiing 
If 


we coai pare the cost of tuition we fiad that 
at Harvard it nojoxiuts to $150 ni.d at this 
University it is tree; bat, when we com 
para the respective amounts that it costs 
the managers of each institution, wa fiod 
quite a difference in favor of Nevada. At 
Harvard it costs ths management exactly 
$541 12 to furnish instruction (or each 
studont per year; while in Nevada it costs 
the State only ?1CG G7 per student. In

and adding the interest upon $20,000, tho 
ci^t of the building, we find that the cost 
per student is $10G gj.. 
The University of 


Nevada has not as yet expended any of the 
money received from the General Govern- 
ment for the running of the institution, In 
fact tho first installment was only received 
within the last leu days. It hus it is true 
received some indirect aiJ from the Exper- 
iment Station, but this does not cut much 
of a figure. The University has not re- 
ceived an income of $30,000 from the Gen- 
eral Government, nor will it under the 
present law ever receive that a-nount per 
year. This first $15,000 is the delayed 
payment for tho year ending June 30, 1890, 
and the second instillmeat amounting lo 
$16,000 is now duo, but it is for tho year 
snding Juno 30, 1891, 
In 1891-2 the in- 


come from this source will be $17,000, and 
this income will be increased at the rate of 
$1,000 per year until it amount* to $23,- 
000, which will bo the maximum allowed 
under the present law. 


It does not require a knowledge of the 


subtler principles of mathematics to show 
that the income of this institution from the 
General Government will ever amount to 
over $30,000 when the maximum is placed 
at $25,000, and that amount will not be 
reached until 1900; nor is it likely that the 
State of Nevada will appropriate tho sum 
of $20,000 to $25,000 a year for the run- 
ning espouses of the University. 
It is true 


that the gross appropriations may amount 
to this; but after deducting what may be 
appropriated \or actual building expenses, 
it is very probable that the amount set 
aside for aciual running expenses will be 
about $10,000 per year 


In connection with the foregoing these

TRAINING SCHOOLS FOR NUR8E8. 


Tlie Hospitals In New York City AVTilc* 


Fit Men and Women for Nursing. 


Tho Bellevue Training School fo 


NVUPCS wes started on May 1, 1878, with 
a superintendent and five nurses, having 
five wards under their care. 


Iu 1800 the pchool had 02 pupils an. 


had graduated 343, while as a direct out 
growth of that modest beginning ther 
aio three other great schools in Nett 
York alone. These are the New Yori 
Cily, which lias 64 pupils andhasgradu 
ated 203; {lie New York hospital, with 
48 pupils and 193 graduates, and Monn 
Siii.ii, with 50 pupils and 111 graduates 
There are also smaller schools in th 
city, but, great or small, Bellevue mus 
always bo honored as the pioneer. He 
graduates arc at the head of most of the 
important tcliools and hospitals in the 
country, aud havo even gone so far 
afield as England, Italy and China. 


The next echool to bo established was 


the New York city, which was started 
by tho commissioners of charities one 
correction in 1877, and is entirely sup 
portcl by tho city. Until'1889 it was 
known fu tho Charity Hospital school 
because it began thero, but as it grew 
its worlc spread, until the old name was 
misleading and had to be changed. 


It is now tho largest and in some re 


spects tho mast important of all th< 
schools, as it ryirses five different lios 
pitals—Charity and Maternity on Black 
well's Island, the Infants; hospital on 
Randall's Island, Oouvern'our, at G-ou 
vernour Slip, and Harlem, at the foot of 
East One Hundred aud Twentieth street 
tho two last being accident or emergency 
hospitals, whilo at Charity the cases are 
largely clironic. Besides tho pupils 01 
tho school there are thirty-two perma- 
nent trained nurses at Charity and Ean- 
dall's Island, making nearly a hundrec 
in all, for whom tlie superintendent 
directly responsible, and over whom she 
has fu'l authority. Tho other schools in 
the city are supported from the funds ol 
tho htspitals which they nurse.—Mrs. 
Frederick Ehinelander Jones in Scrib- 
ner's. 


Fjih \\itH Brass labels. 


If any one engaged in sea fishing should 


capture Obh with brass labels tied to their 
tails witli aluminum wire or a black silk 
cord an explanation will no doubt be 
somewhat eagerly desired. 
There are 


hundreds of fish so treated in the sea, 
and it need not bo concluded that prac 
tical jokers have been at work. The 
brass label is an indication that the fish 


taring it has been in the hands of the 


grave men of science who are investigat- 
ing the habits, tho food and the growth 
conditions of fish in Scottish waters. Two 
objects are served by the label attach- 
ment. 


In the event of the fish being recap- 


tured by any one who will give informa- 
tion to the scientific cruisers of the Scot- 
tish fishery board on the Garland there 
will be something known about its mi- 
gratory habits. Its rate of growth, in a 
state of freedom may also be investigat- 
ed. It might be thought that the charce 
of meeting with these labeled fish again 
would be very small, but it appeal's that 
ihe Garland cruisers themselves have re- 
captured 2J per cent, of the plaice and 
18 per cent, of the cod wearing their 
medals. But only plaice, cod and skate 
were recaptured. The experiments are 
to bo continued on a large scale. They 
do not interfere with tbe health of the 
fish, which when recaught are plump and 
in good condition,—London Illustrated 
News.
